‘places—where water has been applied 
one can dig almost a square inch out 
of the brick with a pen knife, which 
shows that it is not capable of 
weathering. 

In many cases the plasters are fall- 
ing away from the rest of the panel. 

Tt has not been altogether decided 
as to whether the present pump house 
is to be permanent, The location is 
not quite desirable for the pumping 
of water as there are chances of con- 
tammation. So until a decision is 
made, the strengthening of the walls 
by the erection of the columns will 
he carried out as decided. ‘The col- 
unis will then ber almost all the 
weight of the roof.

“That's what I wanted you ‘to ad- 
mit,” said (Mr.-Dowsett. “Then why 
do you charge higher rates from Fort 
William? 

“Wi Kort William had the advantage 
of lower tariffs the rates would 
less,” Mr. Mabie said that had noth- 
ing to do with the question.

Tf the density on the first journey 
was igreater I think the rate should 
ibe less,” replied ‘Mr. Dowsctt. 

Mr. Aitkin ‘then had a few words 
to say. “A subsidy was “granted ito the 
iC.N.R. in Manitoba and low freight 
rates were purchased by the prov- 
ince. The C.P-R, had, of a necessity, 
to reduce their rates accordingly and 
so will the G.T.P. when the ‘time 
comes. Now Alberta has not tbought 
a rate and is trying to take advantage 
of the money the Manitoba people 
have paid.” 

“But Ido not understand,” said Mr, 
Mabee, “how a province can buy cheap 
rates. Ifa private mechant did that 
it would be illegal! How can a prov- 
ince be beyond the law and buy cheap- 
er rates dan are extended to a neigh- 
boring province?”
